Washington. Jan. 
19.—Conditions 


in the organized militia of the country 
are, on the whole, far from satisfac- 
tory in organization. 14. strength and 
in training, according to Brigadier 
General A. L. Mills, chief of the divi- 
sion of militia affairs of the war de- 
partment in his annual report today. 
In his opinion, the militia's organi- 
zation is top-heavy, incomplete and 
unbalanced; its strength is much be- 
low the important items necessary 
for field service and in training is on 
the average far below the standard 
required for 
efficiency in 
time of 


need. 


General Miles declares, however,

Washington, Jan. 11) — [Special.] — 


Every visitor to the I'uiiutnu taual re- 
turns mu(.li nupress-ed with the nreut 
work which the t'liited States has ac- 
complished. Perhaps it is because the 
stupendous achievement conies under 
the observation of the eye that such 
au impression is made, but it is a fact 
that the caual seems to be the biggest 
thing America has ever done. A great 
many big things have been accomplish- 
ed by the United States in the past. 
but nowhere in such compact form 
and all witUiu the vision of a person 
in a single day's journey as in case 
of the Panama canal. 


Members of congress took advantage 


of the holiday recess to visit the canal. 
Several of them had never been there 
before, and those returned enthusiastic 
about the big ditch. Among them -were 
Senator Walsh of Montana, who said 
that nothing had quite so impressed 
him as the canal in its present condi- 
tion. "It is still a matter of conjec- 
ture," he said, "as to when the canal 
will be completed. It depends upon 
how long the slides continue. 
But 


there can be no question as to the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. It is a mere 
question of removing the earth as it 
slides down 
A time will come when 


it will stop sliding or when there will 
be no more earth to slide, and then the 
canal will be ready for use." 


Owen In Confident. 


Senator Owen is confident that the 


new banking bill will work out satisfac- 
torily. Naturally when a man has had 
as much to do with such an important 
piece of legislation as that which re- 
forms and reorganizes the currency 
system of a nation he is anxious to 
see it work properly.

FIGURES ANNOUNCED BY TAX 


COMMISSION SHOW $62,162,270 


INCREASE OVER 1012. 


Only $226,226,047 in 1910 


Tremendous Jump in Three Years 


Shows Result of Change in As- 


sessment Method. 


Columbus, Jan. 19.—Figures an- 


rounced by the state tax commission 
Saturday show that the valuations of 
nil public utility corporations 
in 


Ohio for 1913 amount to more than 
one billion dollars. The exact val- 
uations of these utilities are $1,058,- 
231,780, as compared to $996,069,- 
510 in 1912, an increase of $62,162,- 
270. 
These figures do not include 


real estate, not used in operation, 
which is assessed locally. 


The 1913 total valuation for the 


state is an increase of $823,005,733 
over the figures of 1910, which were 
$ 226,226,04 7. This comparison was 
made to show the result of a change 
from the elective to the appointive 
method of choosing the men to assess 
utilities. The tax commission, an ap- 
pointive body, fixed the 1913 utility 
valuations, and the county auditors, 
elective, made the appraisement in 
1910. 


The result 'accomplished by the 


transfer was cited also by the com- 
mission as an indication of what 
might be expected under the change 
from the elective to the appointive 
system in choosing assessors of local 
property as provided by the Warnes 
act, which was enacted largely to get 
hidden personal property on the tax 
duplicate. 


The state, with the exception of a 


very small amount for the universi- 
ties, derives none of the benefits in 
increased tax payments, which the 
enhanced valuations of the tax com- 
mission provide. It was pointed out 
that the work of the tax commission 
in increasing the valuations benefited 
the individual taxpayers in the dif- 
ferent counties. 


County H*«res. 


The 1913 valuation of all public 


utility property, excepting real es- 
tate not used in operation, in Cuya- 
hoga county, totals $127.442,200. as 


against $112,391,750 in 1912, an in- 
crease of $15,050,450. 


The 1913 total of $71,607,290 in 


Hamilton county is $2,594,780 in ex- 
cess of the $69,012,510 value of the 
previous year; this year's aggregate 
of $45,083,210 in Franklin county is 
$1,610,590 in excess of the $43,472,- 
620 valuation in 1912. 


Increases over the 1912 valuations 


are shown in all counties except Ad- 
ams, Butler, Clinton and 
Morrow. 


The decreases are accounted for by 
changes in the apportionment of the 
property of public utilities among the 
counties and not by the actual de- 
crease in the total value of any pub- 
lic utility.

IS WOMAN'S DUTY 
TO HER HUSBAND 
OR TO CHILDREN? 


The following letter is one among 


the prize letters of a contest an- 
nounced last October by Pictorial Re- 
view. These letters form a convincing 
argument for a national divorce law, 
and we print with a great / deal of 
pleasure one of the prize winners. 


I divorced my husband aftet 
five 


miserable, unhappy, degraded years. 
I did this after long deliberation and 
I have never been sorry. He was a 
drinking man, but I did not know it. 
He continued his intemperate habits 
after marriage and they became in- 
tolerable. In those five years, we 
changed homes eight times, and he 
changed • employment over 
twenty 


times. I was starved at times, and 
used to take my little children to bed 
to keep them and myself warm in cold 
weather. No provision was made for 
my care during the times when my 
children were born and three came 
to me in those five years. Only 
friends would come to my aid when 
the crucial moment arrived. 


My children suffered for the com- 


mon necessities of life. 
Yet, while 


we were neglected he spent in rjot- 
ous and indecent living Money that 
should have been used for his family. 
I had no clothing fit to appear in 
either on tne street or in our alleged 
home. 


Night after night as I sat up with 


my dying baby and listened to his 
smothering cough, all alone, I reg- 
istered a vow that I would never bear 
another child to suffer and die for 
the crimes of his father and the weak- 
ness ol his mother. He became worse. 
For months he was a living skeleton. 
At that time, I did not think of di- 
vorce. I thought instead r death. I 
decided to die and to take my children 
out of the world with me. I became 
morbid. I thought of nothing else 
during my waking hours: Finally 
my baby died. 


On the night of my little one's fu- 


neral, I stayed alone an night My 
husband, remarking that he would 
soon be back, went out about seven 
o'clock. In the morning word came 
to me that he had spent the night 
carousing with evil companions and 
had been arrested. 


This was the end. borne bit of 


sense sent mo to my parent*. I told 
them what had happened and of my 
intention never to live with him 
again. 
When released from prison, 


he ratne and demanded that I return 
to him. Ho threatened to take my 
remaining children from me and car- 
ry 
them away 
unlesft 
I resumed 


marital relations with him. I anplled 
for a divorce and for the custody of 
my children. Later. I received a di- 
vorce and was awarded alimony but 
I never received a cent. The man left 
the state and was safe.

of Lionel 
Tennyson, son of 
Lord 


Tennyson, the poet. Mr. Birrell has 
been one of the principal targets of 
the militant 
suffragettes. 
At a re- 


cent meeting in Bristol he was saluted 
with a dead cat, which struck him on 
the chest 


Dr. David Starr Jordan, who re- 


cently retired from the presidency of 
Leland Stanford University, after a 
service of twenty of twenty-two years, 
was born in Gainesville, N. Y., sixty- 
three years ago today. Dr. Jordan 
has moulded Stanford's policy since 
the establishment of the 
university 


until last October, when Dr. John 
Casper branner, one of 
the oldest 


members of the faculty, was inaugu- 
rated as his successor. Dr. Jordan is 
now chancellor of the great Califor- 
nia institution. 


Dr. Jordan rece-ntly delivered sev- 


eral lecturees in England, and in one 
of his addresses lie 
declared 
that 


American university 
methods 
were 


much superior to those of British uni- 
versities. The essence of scholarship, 
he asserted, was to know what to do 
in life, and the basic idea of Ameri- 
can universities was to give men and 
women the opportunity of making the 
most of their powers. 


The former head of Stanford 
will 


hereafter devote much of his time to 
the world peace propaganda, in which 
he has long been active. 
He is also 


an advocate of the new science of 
eugenics, and from this viewpoint ne 
criticises war as calculated to work 
grave injury to the human breed. He 
has pointed out that during a war a 
nation breeds from inferior stock. In 
other words, he said, lae men whom 
war could not use would be the fathers 
of the next generation.

"To the General Assembly:— 
"To respectfully submit for your 


consideration the following subjects: 


Flood Prevention, 


"The flood of last year, with the 


resulting loss of -human life and the 
stupendous destruction of property, 
brings us to a clear realization of the 
fact that there does not exist any 
law under which the commltles now 
affected and which may fall in the 
wake of a like calamity in the fu- 
ture, can work out measures of pro- 
tection, it is unnecessary for me to 
remind you of the almost unparallel- 
ed tragedy of last spring. The genius 
and courage of our citizenship have 
resulted in the restoration of nor- 
mal conditions in so far as it is pos- 
sible to proceed under existing sta- 
tutes 


"The subject of flood prevention 


has never been given serious con- 
sideration until now; and yet, there 
is nothing more vital than the pass- 
age of a law which will give to com- 
munity or communities tbe authori- 
ty to protect itself against the ex- 
cesses of nature. A tentative bill 
ha* been drawn by the Dean of the 
Ohio Bar. Ihr- Hon. J- A McMahon. 
of Dayton. He has brought to this 
work ai* ord<>r of concentration and 
months of dilicent labor, and tbe re- 
onlt of his industry Is, I believe, a

Duplicate Warrants. 


"Under the present status of our 


law when a warrant drawn by the 
auditor of state on the treasurer of 
state is lost or mislaid the payee 
thereof is without remedy until the 
General Assembly b> statute author- 
izes the issuance of a new warrant. 
This is not a business like method 
and frequently entails great hard- 
ships on such payee 
It has been 


suggested that the state should adopt 
the practice of some of the great 
financial institutions of the country 
and authorize the state auditor to 
issue a new warrant on the presenta- 
tion to him of proper proof of such 
loss and a bond to indemnity the 
state against any loss by reason of 
the duplicate warrant feeing issued. 
The appropriation of this change is 
recommended. 
Board of Trustees of Delaware Uni- 


versity. 


"Delaware University is organized 


and conducted under certain sections 
of tbe General Code peculiar to it. 
Being an institution under tbe con- 
trol of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 


church, its board of trustees is chos- 
en from the different conferences of 
the state. On account of the consol- 
idation of some of tbese conferences, 
it becomes desirable to make some 
change in the method of selection of 
the governing body of the university. 
I recommend that legislative provi- 
sion be made for that emergency. 


Wooster University. 


"The Unlversitv of Wooster which 


is an education"1, university under the 
control of tb- Presbyterian Church 
was organize'! and is conducted like 
that at Delxw-re. under some sec- 
tions of the General Code peculiar 
to it 
There are some material ad- 


vantages of. which it can avail itself 
if it were permitted to denominate 
itself a college rather than a univer- 
sity, or to use the terms interchange- 
ably so far as it i<» conrprnod 1 TV- 
ommend the relief measure whicb is 
requested by the trustees.

"The intertior of tbe committee 


whicb drafted the rhilc'T3n's code 
bill.

The Publication and Distribution of 


the Reports of Appointive State 


Officers. 


'The state is put to considerable 


expense each year in printing a .arge 
number of reports of 
the 
different 


appointive state officials, while tbese 
are all valuable, there are some for 
which there is more demand than for 
others. The result la that of some 
classes of these reports there is be- 
ing accumulated a great number pf 
undistributed copies. Again, owing 
to the consolidation of a number of 
the departments, it becomes necessary 
to make some provision with regard 
to the consolidation of reports. The 
secretary of state has prepared a 
tentative bill for your consideration 
v .^h attempts to accomplish this 
c_-isolidation and at tbe same time to 
prescribe such a number of copies of 
each report as will be sufficient 
In 


each case without being excessive. Its 
passage is recommended. 
The Panama 
Pacific 
Exposition. 


"The Seventy-ninth general assem- 


Ky made provision for tbe appoint- 
i.-ent of a commission which should 
1 -e charge of the Ohio exhibit at San 
r-anciseo in 1915. An appropriation 
of two thousand dollars was maue to 
pay the expense of thia commission 
in the selection of a site for the Onto 
building. 
This appropriation 
has 


been exhausted. As It became neces- 
sary to take some steps by way of 
preparation for 
the erection of a 


building on the site selected, some 
further expenses have been incurred. 
Ohio, as one of the foremost manu- 
facturing and agricultural states in 
the union, should be creditably rep- 
resented. The suggestion from 
the 


commission carried an appropriation, 
of one hundred thousand dollars This 
sum is not GO large as has been pro- 
vided by some of the other states, but 
a succeeding general assembly will 
have met before tbe exposition opens 
and any further needs of the commis- 
sion can be taken care of by it 


"It would be useless for the gen- 


eral assembly to take any action with- 
out making it an emergency measure. 
The exposition opens in about a 
year, and the work of constructing 
the Ohio building must be begun at 
the earliest possible moment. 


Tbe Notary Public BUI. 


"In the investigation conducted by 


the secretary of state during the year 
1913, it developed that many notaries 
public are in the habit of certifying 
tbat they have adminlsteied oaths or 
taken acknowledgments when in fact 
they have not done so. This is a prac- 
tice that should be stopped as it may 
lead in many Instances to miscar- 
riage of justice. A law should be* 
passed providing for the prosecution 
of a notary who fails to perform hia 
whole duty in this regard. In addi- 
tion to a fine the notary convicted 
ought to be subject to the loss of his 
commission and held ineligible 
for 


reappointment for a period of three 
yean.
